Amend the Law relating to Assistant County Surveyors a.d. 1007. 
in Ireland. 

W HEREAS by certain Aots passed in the sixth and seventh 
years of King William the Eourth, and the twenty-fourth 
and twenty-fifth years of Her present Majesty, certain provisions 
are made relating to the salaries of assistant county surveyors in 
5 Ireland ; and by section seven of the last recited Act, it is provided 
that each of such assistants shall be paid such salary not exceeding 
eighty pounds per annum, as the grand jury shall direct, and the 
same shall be presented by the grand jury, by half-yearly instalments, 
at each assizes :

Be it therefore enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, 
by and with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the authority of the same, as follows :
